SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 21, 1997 - 0900 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: Minimal initial attack activity was reported from
most Geographic Areas. Very high and extreme fire indices were reported
on several units in Southern California. Multiple units in the Western
Great Basin and Northern Rockies Areas continue to report very high fire
indices.

OUTLOOK:

A cold front will extend from southern Georgia to the Gulf coast.
Mostly cloudy conditions with a chance of showers will dominate states
to the north of this front. Partly sunny skies with a few showers and
thunderstorms are possible south of the front. Temperatures will range
from the 70"s in the north to the 90"s in the south.

California will be mostly sunny and warm with isolated thunderstorms in
the southeast deserts. Temperatures will be in the 70"s and 80"s in the
mountains, the 80"s in the coastal valleys, and near 100 in the interior
valleys and deserts.

Nevada will have mostly sunny skies across the state. Temperatures will
range from the 60"s in the north to 100 in the south.

Utah will have scattered showers and thunderstorms. High temperatures
will be in the 60"s and 70"s in the north, and up to the 90"s in the
south.

Montana will be sunny except for a few showers in the far south.

Temperatures will be In the 50"s and 60"s in the mountains, and up to 75
elsewhere.
